The speech from the throne referr- 
ed to ratification of the peace treaty | 
between the tied powers and Ger- | 
many and the formal constitution of 
the League of Nations. : 

“It is satisfactory to note,” the 
speech significantly remarked, “that 
the status of Canada as a member of 
the League has thus been definitely | 
fixed.” 

“The treaty of peace with Bulgaria 
has been completed, and would bc 
submitted for your approval Nego- 
tiations were well advanced for con- 
clusion of peace with Hungary and 
Turkey, If concluded in time, the} 
treaties will be laid before parliament. 
In the European economic field,” the 
Governor-General continued,
